Virgilia Peterson, distinguished literary critic and au- 
thor, will speak in the Hartnell library tonight at 8 
o’clock, lecturing on “Books in Profile.” 

By combining personality and an unusual background 
with sound views on current books, Miss Peterson has 


with sound views on_ current 
books, Miss Peterson has won 
the praise of lecture audiences 
throughout the country. She has 
also captured the praise of radio 
audiences along with the coveted 
George Foster Peabody Award 
(radio’s highest . accolade). She 
won this award for her program, 
“Books in Profile.” 

Miss Peterson was educated at 
Westover School in Connecticut, 
at Vassar College, and at the 
University of Grenoble in South- 
ern France where she found that 
books were an intimate part of 
her life. 

Her book reviews appear in the 
New York Times Book Review, 
Saturday Review, and The New 
York Herald Tribune’s Books. As 
an authority herself, she has writ- 
ten four translations and two 
books, one of which: is “Polish 
Profile,” an account of her pre- 
war life in Europe. 

In 1959, Miss Peterson and her 
husband, Gouverneur Pauling, 
associate editor of The Reporter, 
collaborated on a translation of 
“Image of America,” by _ the 
French priest R. L. Bruckberger, 
which became a nationwide best 
seller, : 

A knack for making her listen- 
ers really understand the ‘books 
she talks about, combined with 
her personal magnetism, make 
her one of the most popular com- 
mentaiors on the lecture circuit 
today.

“The student body thas paid for 
these blazers to identify us as 
commissioners so that we can be 
approached with matters concern- 
ing the governing of the student 
body. We have a responsibility to 
the students which includes wear- 
ing the blazers. This problem is 
not: Cheney’s refusal to pay the 
fine, but rather the principle be- 
hind the entire question.”

Bob Smith, Hartnell biology major, has been searching for the key to a com- 
pound that has puzzled and eluded scientists since 1949. 
Smith, 24, is lab assistant to Dr. Howard Feder and has been aiding Feder in the 


search. 
What is the compound and why 
all the excitement? 


Bob explained: “We are secking 
the elucidation and _ identifica- 
tion of a substance which, when 
secreted from a. starfish, sends 
limpets into a mild state of hys- 
teria and causes them to flee.

Vocational Nursing Test May Give 
Opportunity for Successful Career 


Hopeful candidates for the 
next Licensed Vocational Nurs- 
ing class, scheduled ‘to begin 
next semester, will take pre-tests 
Thursday afternoon at 1 o'clock 
in Room 2, according to Mrs. 
Helen Ferguson, director of nurs- 
ing education. There is no 
charge for the exam. 


Next Class Begins January 30 
“All applicants need to take 
these tests,” Mrs. Ferguson said, 
“before they may be considered 
as candidates for the LVN pro- 
gram.” Test-takers are urged to 


notify the nursing education of- 
fice of intentions to try the exam 
at that time. 


“We have all the inférmation 
and application forms at our of- 
fice for students who are inter- 
ested,” the director said. 

Fully accredited by the state, 
the LVN program at Hartnell 
will graduate its current class on 
January 24. These successful stu- 


dents have spent,a year in classes 
in theory at the college and les- 
sons in practice at Monterey 
County Hospital: The graduates 
will be ready to take the state 
Board of Vocational Nurse Ex- 
aminers licensing examination. 


Is there a need for vocational 
nurses in the area? 


“Monterey County is acutely 
short of trained nursing person- 
nel,” Mrs. Ferguson stated. “Our 
LVN graduates give bedside 
care, administer medication, give 
treatments, report and record this 
care under supervision of a li- 
censed physician. or dentist’ in 
hospitals, homes and doctors’ of- 
fices.” 


Prerequisites for the LVN pro- 
gram: 

—Age between 17 and 50. 

—High school graduates or 
holders of General Educational 
Development equivalency.

When I let a starfish drip into 
a tidepool this unknown chemi- 
cal irritates the limpets (similar 
to abalone) and an automatic de- 
fense mechanism in the limpet 
causes them. to: withdraw rapidly. 


“We are trying to find out why 
the chemical affects the limpets 
in such a peculiar way and ex- 
actly what the chemical is. We 
are, however, encountering basi- 
cally the same problem ‘as other 
researchers — the substance defies 
isolation!” 


What substance? 

Bob continued: “Dr. Feder was 
the first to find out that the 
substance we have been’ seeking 
comes from the tube feet of the 
starfish. Our method of research 
is sort of hit and miss — we really 
don’t know what we are looking 


How long has Smith been work- 
ing on this project? 


“Last summer Dr. Feder and I 


went to Scripps Institute of 


Oceanography at La Jolla. We 
worked almost day and night in 
Dr. Reuben Lasker's research lab 


at the Bureau of Commercial 


Fisheries. Next summer we plan | 


to go to the University of Ore- 
gon’s Marine Biological: Station 
to continue our research.” 

Bob has been lab assistant for 
two yéars and research assistant 
for six months. 


How does one get a job like 
this and what are the qualifica- 
tions? 

Bob smiled and said: “All the 
biology I have studied has been 
at Hartnell. Recently I was dis- 
charged from the army after a 
three-year hitch. While in the 
service I learned electronics. When 
Dr. Feder learned that I knew 
electronics and he didn’t, we got 
together and he offered me this 
job.” 


Smith continued, “My, plans for 
the future are indefinite. I will 
probably go back to Indiana Uni- 
versity —I spent a year there 
before the army grabbed me— 
or else I might go to Purdue. 
After finishing two years there 
I will try to achieve my ulti- 
mate goal—a doctorate in bio- 


chemistry.” 
Bob and Dr. Feder are in the 


process now of putting out a pa- 
per on the results of their project 
to date. 

Bob is also helping Dr. Feder 
co-author some articles to be sub- 
mitted to scientific journals.

Reporter: Do you consider yourself a traitor to the 


Cuban people? 


Castro: Why should I? For failing? No. Of course, 
history shall judge me a traitor; history is written by the 


victorious — not by those who fail. 


Reporter: Why. did you over- 
throw the Batista government? 

Castro: Corruption, starvation, 
police brutality——a whole - na- 
tion infested. with the U.S. busi- 
nessman-Batista parasite. I stud- 
ied to. be a lawyer and found 
myself an actor—my courtroom 
performance had no more signifi- 
cance than the amusement of the 
court. What meaning was there 
to my life? I couldn’t help the 
people: of Cuba in courts so I 
tried other methods. 

Reporter: Would you describe 
yourself as a Marxist? 

Castro: Yes—because commu- 
nism is good for the Cuban peo- 
ple; perhaps I would be more cor- 
rect to say that capitalism is bad 
for the Cuban people. Americans, 
you see, make better capitalists than 
Cubans. With Batista Americans 
owned $1 billion worth of Cuba. 
By rejecting the U.S. after the 
revolution and confiscating Amer- 
ican businesses we started off 
with a billion dollar advantage. 
Russia, of course, was then will- 
ing to give us foreign aid. 

Reporter: But why did you al- 
low Russia to build missile bases 
in Cuba? Didn't you know that 
it brought the world closer to 
war? 

Castro: I know that it brought 
food to Cuban stomachs. Also, 
they would have made the U.S. 


hesitate before invading .Cuba. 

Reporter: How did you ‘come 
to flee Cuba in May of 1963? 

Castro: As you know, I had 
many disagreements with Mos- 
cow; Krushchev invited me over 
so we could discuss them. I talked; 
he agreed with everything I said. 
I returned home and went to my 
office — it said ‘“‘Raul Castro” on 
the door. I walked in and said: 
“Brother,” whatever happened to 
Fidel Castro?” “Haven't you 
heard?” he replied, “My brother 
Fidel died tomorrow afternoon.” 
Very subtle, you see. I left that 
night. 

Reporter: And now you're liv- 
ing in luxury because of the 
money: you deposited in Swiss 
banks. 

Castro: No, Cuba couldn’t af- 
ford to spare even two or three 
million. Off. the record, I have 
a patron — Uncle Sam. Why not? 
The U.S. government would do 
anything to show that a com- 
munist can be a traitor too, 

Reporter: Do you regret what 
you did? 

Castro: Look at it this way — 
the world is a chess game; I tried 
to get a pawn to look out for 
itself. The pawn, I learned, ex: 
ists only to sacrifice itself for 
the king. This I regret. But, for 
a few years, my life had meaning 
— this I shall cherish forever,
